of both Western and Eastern Canada 
But in the west the purchasing. pow- 
er of the farmer has so increased in 
the past three years that the 1944 al- 
lotments will not nearly meet the 
need or the demand. It will, however, 
enable agriculture to carry on if re- 
pairs are distributed to them in time 
and if further conservation practices 
are followed, custom work with ma- 
chines is adopted, and co-operative 
use of new machines carried out. 
That is a prime point. 

Let us deal first with Western Can 
ada, and here may we say—as advis. 
ed ‘by those who know—that the sit- 
uation applies pretty much the same 
to Eastern Canada. Comparing 1940 
with 1944, here is the lineup of farm 
machinery and equipment for the 
West, Haying machinery is about the 
same, but there is a serious shortage 
of power mowers, In tillage imple- 
ments the number of units are all 
less in 1944 except blade weeders, 
but these do not amount to very ma- 
ny. Take tractors, for instance, of 
which there were 12,713 sold in 1940 
but only 9,010 available for sale in 
1944. While it is true that livestock 
equipment is increased, it will not 
meet the demand in view of changes 
in production, 

Regarding repairs, the percentage 
available is good and some lines are 
plentiful, yet jt is known that repair 
parts such as motors, roller and ball 
bearings, malleable castings, steel 
discs and shapes will be critical as 
regards supply for some time, It 
might be, we are told, a year and a 
half before this particular situation 
is eased, 

There has been quite a change-over 
to livestock production and naturally 
this has.'resulted in a serious short- 
age of pumps, stationery engines, 
grinders, etc., despite the fact that 
there has’ been an increase in these 
items for 1944..It is important to 
know that 52 percent of the machines 
we buy are from the United States. 
Farmers may better evaluate their 
prospects when they are also told, 
and with unhesitant certainty, that 
tractor type and deisel equipment 
presents quite a different picture, 
with repair parts hard to get and lit- 
tle prospect of more than ordinary 
improvement.

Nowadays one hears many 
speeches, Sometimes it seems that 

e less the s er knows, the 
more freely he speaks! Indeed, this 
is particularly true of addresses by 
amateur economists. I do not 

rofess any knowledge of economics, 
but am determined to write about 
it anyway, if only to afford the 
many faithful readers of these 
articles the fun ‘of scofling at my 
blunders! 

The new guaranteed - minimum 
wheat prices will be good news to 
all westerners, and let no one claim 
that they will bring undue profits 
to the farmer. Surely the increase 
is long overdue; but new problems 


are on the horizon. 

Wheat. is being used for fuel in 
Argentina, and being fed to live- 
stock on an unprecedented scale in 
North America.’ Up to now, our’ 
wartime agriculture has been aimed 
at less wheat and more livestock. 
The higher price of Canadian wheat, 
coupled with the fact that the 
United States Administration has 
asked for an increase of 14,000,000" 
acres in 1944, suggests that the 
world carry-over is not considered 
too great. e. 

Will wheat look so attractive in 
1944 that prairie farmers will feel 
less like feeding cattle and hogs, 
and milking cows?’ Surely there is 
little prospect of increased farm 
labour supplies. Are we to con- 
clude that livestock products will 
be relatively less mnpertant in 1944?

The needles of both these species are 
Jarger and more conspicuous than 
those of Tamarac, The needles of 
Siberian Larch assume an attractive 
color before falling early in October. 
The needles of European Larch fall 
at a later date, - 

While both these larches dre at- 
tracttv ea sspesicmen trees they are 
tractive as specimen trees they are 
especially valuablé for woodlot plant 
ing. At the Forest Nursery Station 
both these larches have an average 
height of 48 feet and an average di- 
ameter of more than 7 inches. at 35 
years of age. 

Another introduced species worthy 
of mention is Siberian Fir. It is quite 
hardy and plantings of this species 
set out about 25 years ago have an 
average height of 20 feét .The lower 
branches bend towards the ground, 
then curve upwards. slightly, The 
trees are comparatively narrow in 
outline, and when bruised give off a 
very pleasant aroma, Siberian . Fir 
makes quite an attractive hedge if 
pruned for that purpose . .

Frost damage to cereal grains has 
again been serious in some districts.

Wound parasites in general thrive 
best under damp, warm itions 
and where the air circulation ii 
A.certajn amount of moisture in the 
storage quarters is desirable to pre- 
vent drying out, but excessive damp- 
ness will encourage rotting. Condensa 
tion of moisture in the storage room 
is a danger sign, 

Most vegetables, with a few excep- 
tions—-squash and pumpkin for exam 
ple—store best at cool temperatures 
ranging from 388 to 40 deg. F. At 
these temperatures most wound para 
sites grow slowly if at all. This is 
also true of the more aggressive par- 
agites which start their activities in 
the field. If such temperatures can be 
maintained in the storage rooms, the 
risk of rot damage is likely to be 
slight, 

Ventilation in storage is also im. 

portant in reducing the danger of 
storage rots, Air circulation. under 
land around the bins is desirable and 
can be provided by building the bins 
of slatted material, raised a or 
inches off the floor. 

Provision for the intake of crest 
air and the escape of foul air is also 
necessary for safe storage. 


THE MINERALS IN OUR DIET 

We hear a great deal about vita- 
ming in our diets these days but we 
must not forget the mineral content 
of our food. The minerals are impor- 
tant in the proper formation of our 
bones, teeth and body tissues. When 
we have an insufficient amount of 
minerals these parts of the body are 
weakened or diseased, Calcium is 
necessary for blood clotting and for 
strong bones and teeth. Phosphorous 
is responsible for a healthy nervous 
system, Inon is necessary for the for- 
mation of the red blood pigment and 
it protects us against nutritional 
anemia, Copper aids in the utilization 
of iron, 

Milk is our richest source of cal- 
cium and we should include three 
glasses of it in our daily diet. Cheese

than milk as it is a more concentrat.
